Old Age Pension 

Very Much Needed— 
Approximately 6,500,000 persons, 

representing 5.4 per cent of the 


entire population of this country, 
were 65 years of age or older in 
1930. It is conservatively estimated 


that at least one-half of these per- 
sons now living are dependent upon 
aid, either from relatives or from 
public funds. More than 700,000 
are on the emergency relief lists. 

Old-age pensions are recognized 
as the best means of providing for 
old people who are dependent upon 
the public for support and who do 
not need institutional care. 

The government should require 
from the states that their old-age 
pension laws be so operated as to 
give all dependent aged persons not 
in need of institutional care a de- 
cent subsistence in their homes. 


New Bus Service For 
Oakland and Hayward 


Sunday, March 10th, the east 
bay street railways will commence 
operation of a motor coach service 
between Oakland and Hayward. 

Leaving 13th and Jefferson streets 
the coaches will operate express to 
Dutton avenue. From Dutton ave- 
nue to Hayward a local service will 
be operated. Express coaches will 
stop to pick up passengers only, the 
first stop to discharge passengers 
being Dutton avenue. 

Towards Oakland, local service 
will be instituted between Hayward 
and Dutton avenue, after leaving 
Dutton avenue the service will be 
express, the coach stopping only to 
discharge passengers, 

Street cars will operate between 
Oakland and Dutton avenue as 
usual. We believe our many friends 
will appreciate this new extra serv- 
ice, and trust that organized labor 
and their friends will give their 
patronage to a company that is one 
hundred per cent organized, and has 
recognized Division No, 192 for 
thirty-four years. 


Relief Figures Rise 


The trend of urban relief was 
slightly upward between December 
and January, according to prelim- 
inary reports from 142 cities made 
public by the Federal Emergency 
Relief administration.

The introduction of the union 
made line was created by a heavy 
demand from members of labor or- 
ganizations, and this is the reason 
that so extensive a distribution has 
been secured in such a short time. 


Representatives of the product have 
been visiting union meetings through- 


out the bay area, telling of the 
methods of production and urging 
support of the label through the 


purchase of union made whiskey and 


gin. 
The united distillery workers are 
chartered by the A. F. of L. The 


union is operating under 100 per 
cent closed shop conditions and re- 
cently obtained a considerable wage 
increase, 


Local unions in the 


bay area are 
receiving a list of dealers, clubs 
and taverns, where the union made 


liquors can be purchased. These lists 
are mailed to local secretaries weekly 
and the distillers’ union requests 
that they be posted for the informa- 
tion of the membership.

work done under it must be done on the basis of prevailing | 
pay rates in the localities where such work is done, instead of | 
the beggarly starvation wage of $50 a month, at first pro-|

Just because this $50 a month proposal has been called | 
a security wage does not make it anything of the kind. With | 
the present-day cost of living as high as it is $50 is much, 
closer to a starvation wage than one having any element of | 
security in it. Who can or who wants to try to live for any | 


length of time on such a beggarly wage? 
what government experts have estimated is required to main- 
tain an average family in good health that to even suggest 
that such a low and emaciated standard of living be made 


the lawful government standard for relief work is equivalent | 


to proposing legalized malnutrition, 


which simply means 
underfeeding or slow starvation. 


What is the excuse given for suggesting this shamefully | 
low wage for relief work? It is that the purpose of so doing | 
is to make the government relief work so unattractive that |

All they need to do is to let every | 


person, who gets relief work, to do simply fifty dollars’ 


worth of work at prevailing wage rates and then be com-| 


pelled to quit till the next month and keep on doing this as 


long as it is not possible for him to get work somewhere else. | 


One thing is certain and that is that if he had from two to 
three weeks each month to hunt for a better job he would 
stand a much better chance of finding it than being treated 
like a sort of a semi-criminal, who is obliged to work all 
month so cheaply that he loses all respect for himself, by 
being made to fee] that he is being reduced to pauperism. 

3. The worst feature of the $50 a month plan is that to 
force several million unemployed down to this shamefully 
low standard of living would be seized upon by all low-wage 
employing interests, throughout the whole country and would 

used as the wedge with which to force wages in private 
employment down to approximately the same level or very 
nearly so and the economic effects of such a development 
would be so disastrous that far more harm would eventually 
flow from such general wage reductions than if there never 
had been any relief work at all.

The system consisted 
of thirteen iron masts 150 feet in 
height, on which were surmounted 
fifty odd, old style, carbon ares. 
In 1895 the plant began to serve 
a tew residential and commercial 
lighting consumers.

| The government's old age insurance, 
however, includes life insurance only 
; to the extent that taxes paid in be- | 
half of the insured person, p.us 
accrued interest, have not been ex- 
hausted by pension payments to 
him at the time of his death. The 
plan, therefore, entcrs into direct | 
competition with life insurance coin- 
panies chiefly in the matter of 
straight annuities, 

The latter constitute a relatively | 
insignificant portion of the life com- 
panies’ business. In fact, many com- 
panies regard such operations with 
little favor. Government competition 
in this respect, then, is of no par- 
ticular concern to the life insurance 
companies, 

The point has been made that the 
effect of the administration’s p.an 
may be to educate the public to the 
desirability of insurance in general, 
with the result that demand for life 
insurance would be stimulated. The 
better business factors which were 
chiefly responsible for the increase 


of more than 10 per cent in new life 
insurance written in 1934, then, 
might find an ally in the social se- 
curity program in coming years.
